NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  year  a  further  detailed  figure  is  given  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  week  and  that  a  death  rate  called  “  Perinatal  ”  is  required  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births. 


This  is  all  part  of  the  research  being  carried  out  into  the  causes  of  still  births  and 
ear’y  deaths  in  infancy.  Although  we  can  congratulate  ourselves  as  a  country  that  the  deaths 
of  young  children  in  general  are  greatly  reduced  from  those  of,  say,  100  years  ago  (cf.  last 
year’s  Annual  Report),  there  is  less  reason  to  be  pleased  with  the  figures  for  these  infants.

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities.  The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  for  this  area  is  at 
Woolley  Grange,  Bradford  on  Avon. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  two  district  nurses  and  one  midwife. 

(d)  Home  Helps.  The  County  Council  Home  Help  service  is  well  established  and  great 
assistance  has  been  given  in  cases  of  illness  and  infirmity.  It  should  be  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  Home  Helps  are  not  intended,  and  should  not  be  expected,  to  undertake  any 
nursing — their  duties  are  household  ones  only. 

(e)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  The  County  Council  Clinic,  The  Halve,  is  used  for 
all  clinics. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  2  p.m. 

Immunisation.  A  session  is  held  every  fourth  Thursday. 

Specialist  Clinics  are  held  on  other  occasions. 

(f)  Hospital  Accommodation  and  Maternity  Homes. 

1  Trowbridge  and  District  Hospital.  This  is  a  general  hospital  with  a  Maternity 
Department  of  13  beds. 

2.  Hospitals  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Owing  to  the  steadily  decreasing  numbers  of  in¬ 
fectious  cases  requiring  admission  to  Isolation  beds,  the  hospital  once  known  as  the 
Trowbridge  and  District  Isolation  Hospital  is  now,  under  its  modern  name  of  St. 
John’s  Hospital,  Trowbridge,  used  almost  entirely  as  a  Hospital  for  older  patients  — 
both  men  and  women.  There  is  an  understanding,  however,  that  under  certain  con¬ 
ditions,  cases  requiring  isolation  will  still  be  admitted. 

Claverton  Hospital,  Bath,  is  the  main  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  for  a  wide 
area,  and  all  serious  ones.  Poliomyelitis  for  example,  are  admitted  directly  there. 

3.  There  is  a  private  Maternity  Home  :  it  accommodates  16  persons — 13  maternity  cases 
and  3  others. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  AND  1951 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  in  1959. 

The  County  Council’s  Health  Visiting  Staff  now  have  as  a  larger  part  of  their  work  the 
supervision  of  older  persons  and  the  providing  of  Home  Helps  for  those  needing  such  aid. 
This  illustrates  very  clearly  the  altered  needs  of  the  aging  population. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  water  supply.  With  the  exception  of  certain  restrictions 
on  its  use  during  the  long  summer  drought  the  amount  has  been  sufficient  and  the  quality 
excellent. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Salisbury  Gen¬ 
eral  Infirmary,  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  reports  in  each  case  were  as  under : —

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  steady  increase  in  the  amount  of  house  refuse  collected  has  taken  place  with  the 
housing  development  on  new  housing  estates,  both  private  and  Council-owned.  To  cope  more 
efficiently  with  the  collections  the  opportunity  was  taken,  when  replacing  a  side-loading  col¬ 
lection  vehicle  after  fourteen  years’  service,  to  obtain  a  second  fore-and-aft  tipping  rear  loader 
of  the  same  type  as  that  purchased  in  1955.  These  two  vehicles  have  enabled  the  work 
throughout  the  Urban  District  to  be  done  very  satisfactorily. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  the  Wyke  Tip. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

Investigations  continued  into  improvements  for  the  treatment  and  drying  of  sludge. 
Early  in  the  year  the  Council  invited  a  local  firm  of  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a  report 
on  this  matter.  Due  to  the  dry  summer,  conditions  were  somewhat  relieved  but  the  quantity 
of  sludge  arising  to  be  dealt  with  continued  to  present  a  serious  problem.  Disposal  of  sludge 
after  drying  has  also  become  more  difficult. 

SEWERAGE 

Extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  by  the  construction  of  new  sewers  on  housing  estates 
continued.  In  certain  cases  the  Council  took  action  under  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  to  secure  the  construction  of  private  sewers  of  a  size  adequate  for  their  use  as  part  of 
the  general  sewerage  system  of  the  area. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

An  open-air  bathing  pool,  completed  in  1939,  is  provided  by  the  Council  and  is  open 
during  the  summer  months.  A  separate  pool  is  incorporated  for  young  children. 

The  pool  is  filled  from  the  mains  and  complete  re-circulation  of  the  water  through  the 
filtration  and  chlorinating  plant  takes  place  every  six  hours.  Continuous  filtiation  is  carried 
out  with  sand  filters,  using  sulphate  of  alumina  as  a  coagulant.  The  water  is  continuously 
dosed  with  chlorine  and  ammonia  gas  in  a  chloronome  and  an  ammoniator. 

Daily  checks  for  free  chlorine  are  made  by  the  Bathing  Pool  Attendant  with  a  chloros- 
cope.  In  addition,  four  samples  of  water  from  the  pool  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  In  each  case  it  was  reported  that  there  was  no 
evidence  of  pollution.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  vve  had  the  biennial  small  outbreak  of  Measles  that  can  be  expected. 
We  would  now  be  shocked  if  we  saw  in  the  Table  of  the  Analysis  of  Deaths  any  death  due 
to  an  infective  disease,  but  it  must  be  stressed  that  both  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are 
dangerous  diseases  for  very  young  chUdren,  and  so  parents  must  try  to  protect  them  from  the 
risk  of  such  infection  by  not  taking  them  in  to  crowded  places  or  travelling  unnecessarily  in 
public  transport  when  it  is  known  that  cases  are  occurring. 

IMMUNISATION 

The  large  majority  of  parents  are  accepting  all  opportunities  offered  for  protecting  their 
young  children  from  such  diseases  as  can  be  kept  back  by  immunisation  :  a  sma’ler  tiumber 
bring  them  forward  for  the  “  booster  ”  doses  which  continue  this  protection  through  their 
early  school  life. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

While  we  regret  that  we  have  two  new  cases  notified  it  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that 
there  are  no  cases  in  the  young  age  groups.  Many  people  are  accepting  Mass  Radiography  as 
a  routine  procedure,  and  it  must  be  appreciated  that  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  it  should  be 
used.  One  good  result  should  not  be  accepted  as  a  surety  of  clearance  of  one’s  whole  future  life; 
apart  from  the  detection  of  early,  easily  treated  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  the  examination  is  of  use 
in  detecting  other  chest  conditions,  or  in  satisfying  those  who  have  suffered  from  such  that  the 
cure  is  continuing  to  be  complete. 
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HOUSING 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Trowbridge  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  1959. 

The  tendency  mentioned  in  my  previous  report  for  urgent  day  to  day  work  to  restrict 
proper  attention  to  routine  duties  continued  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  api)arent 
that  an  additional  Inspector  was  necessary  if  the  manifold  responsibilities  of  the  Department 
were  to  be  efficiently  carried  out. 

Mr.  H.  Phillips,  Deputy  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  was  appointed  at  the  end  of 
1958  proved  himself  to  be  an  industrious  and  loyal  addition  to  the  staff.  It  is  a  pleasure  also 
to  report  that  Mr.  A.  W.  Merrett,  Articled  Pupil,  was  successful  in  his  qualifying  examina¬ 
tion  in  July.  He  was  called-up  for  National  Service  in  September. 

I  again  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  support  from  the 
Council,  Dr.  Murray,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  other  Departments.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

1.  SLAUGHTERING 

The  same  slaughtering  facilities  at  two  private  slaughterhouses  and  two  bacon  factories 
were  available  as  in  the  previous  year.  Before  re-licensing  these  premises,  works  of  improve¬ 
ment  were  carried  out  to  conform  with  The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1959, 
and  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1959.  More  remairs  to 
be  done  at  each  slaughterhouse  when  the  Regulations  are  fully  implemented,  but  the  Regula¬ 
tions  are  not  applicable  to  the  poultry  dressing  station  in  the  District. 

There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  or  knacker’s  yard  in  the  District. 

A  slight  decrease  in  pig  slaughtering  accounted  for  a  fall  in  the  total  number  of  animals 
killed  to  75,656  —  this  is  still  a  substantial  number  in  a  town  of  a  population  of  less  tl  an 
15,000. 

2.  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

Eig'hteen  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued,  of  which  twelve  were  limited  to  the 
slaughter  of  pigs  only.  “  Provisional  ”  licences  are  issued  under  the  Act  to  new  slaughtermen, 
restricting  them  to  slaughtering  and  stunning  under  the  supervision  of  a  holder  of  a  full 
licence.  Full  licences  are  subsequently  issued  upon  the  applicant  satisfying  the  Department  as 
to  his  practical  ability. 

3.  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

No  progress  was  made  towards  the  ultimate  goal  of  achieving  100%  inspection  of 
meat  at  the  two  bacon  factories  by  qualified  officers  although  the  question  was  understood  to 
be  receiving  urgent  consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The 
system  of  initial  inspection  by  the  firms’  own  employees,  with  subsequent  examination  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  of  detained  carcases  showing  disease  or  abnormality,  was  maintained. 

At  the  remaining  two  slaughterhouses  all  meat  was  inspected  before  it  left  the  premises. 
The  evening  slaughtering  of  calves  for  the  London  Market  again  necessitated  regular  work- 
in  the  evenings  for  your  two  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

A  total  of  993  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  and  bacon  factories  for  meat  in¬ 
spection  purposes.

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNED  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  was  no  change  in  the  methods  of  disposal  of  unfit  meat  and  other  foods. 

The  Council  has  repeatedly  expressed  its  concern  at  the  absence  of  control  over  con¬ 
demned  meat  once  it  has  been  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  introduction  in  January 
of  the  Meat  (Staining  and  vSterilisation)  Regulations,  1959,  therefore  gave  cause  for. some  sat¬ 
isfaction.  Such  satisfaction  proved  to  be  short-lived.  The  Regulations  were  revoked  in  March 
without  having  been  brought  into  operation. 

5.  THE  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1958 

The  purpose  of  this  Order  is  to  ensure  the  proper  sterilisation  of  swill,  etc.,  before 
feeding  it  to  pigs  and  poultry  to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases 
among  these  animals.  The  duties  of  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  have  been  delegated  to  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

One  p'ant  only  remained  licensed  for  the  treatment  of  waste  foods  in  accordance  with 
the  Order. 
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6.  THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955-57 

As  may  be  seen  by  the  figures  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  rejiort,  considerable  atten¬ 
tion  was  given  to  the  conditions  under  which  food  was  manufactured,  delivered  and  sold  in  the 
District. 

Nevertheless,  with  over  200  food  premises  in  the  town,  many  of  them  imjiortant  manu¬ 
facturing  concerns,  the  number  of  visits  and  inspections  was  still  inadequate  to  maintain  the 
desirable  close  supervision  and  the  follow  uj)  required  in  unsatisfactory  cases.  Forty-eight 
informal  notices  under  the  Regulations  were  complied  with  during  the  year  and  in  no  case  was 
it  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings.  On  the  other  hand  a  number  of  other  notices 
were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  which  it  had  not  been  possible  to  follow-up. 

The  bulk  of  this  work  fell  on  Mr.  Phillips  and  I  would  like  to  express  appreciation 
of  the  way  in  which  he  has  contrived  to  achieve  results  without  recourse  to  statutory  procedure.

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The  Distributors  included  the  occupiers  of  two  retail  shops,  one  purveying  designated 
milk  in  cartons  and  the  other  similar  milk  in  bottles.  Refrigerated  storage  was  provided  in  each 
case  and  samples  taken  proved  satisfactory. 

Perhaps  surprisingly,  in  view  of  their  popularity  elsewhere,  no  milk-vending  machines 
appeared  in  the  town. 

10.  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS 

The  Urban  District  is  in  a  specified  area  and  all  milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  pasteurised, 
sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.  In  fact,  with  the  exception  of  one  supply  of  raw  tuber¬ 
culin  tested  milk,  all  milk  sold  was  of  the  pasteurised  variety.  .It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
popularity  accorded  to  sterilised  milk  in  some  parts  of  the  country  does  not  appear  to  extend 
to  Trowbridge.

Biological  tests  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacillus  and  Br.  Abortus  were  carried  out 
on  seven  of  the  above  samples. 

Unusually,  only  one  of  the  five  unsatisfactory  samples  was  of  raw  (i.e.  not  heat-treated) 
tuberculin  tested  milk.  The  remainder  were  of  pasteurised  milk  received  from  outside  the 
District  and  were  shown  to  have  been  either  inadequately  heat-treated  or  subsequently  con¬ 
taminated  with  raw  milk.  Representations  to  the  local  authorities  concerned  rectified  the 
position..

No  reason  could  be  found  for  the  one  unsatisfactory  Grade  IV  sample  —  a  wrapped 
unopened  block  —  but  with  this  exception  the  standard  of  these  samples  was  generally  very 
"satisfactory. 


UNFIT  HOUSES 


HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 


Two  small  clearance  orders  involving  six  houses  were  made  by  the  Council  and  sub¬ 
sequently  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  Otherwise  unfit  houses 
were  dealt  with  by  individual  action. 


Inspections  were  made  of  a  number  of  houses  in  the  Thomas  Street  area  with  a  view  to 
their  being  included  in  Clearance  Areas  and  a  sub-committee  appointed  by  the  Council  to  look 
into  this  question  subsequently  visited  the  area. 


Court  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  in  a  case  of  the  re- 
occupation  of  a  house  subject  to  a  Closing  Order.  A  fine  was  imposed  and  the  house  was  again 
vacated. 


No  time  was  able  to  be  given  to  the  routine  inspection  of  houses  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  repairs  where  necessary. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  came  into  operation  in  June  and  received 
considerable  publicity.  It  established  a  new  type  of  grant  —  the  “  standard  ”  grant  —  to  assist 
owners  in  providing  a  bath,  wash  hand  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water  supply  and  foodstore  in 
houses  which  lack  these  amenities.  Considerable  interest  was  shown  in  this  scheme  resulling  in 
62  visits  being  made  in  connection  with  apj)lications  and  enquiries  received  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  interest,  however,  was  confined  almost  entirely  to  owner-occupiers,  and  initially,  at 
any  rate,  no  enthusiasm  was  revealed  by  owners  of  tenanted  houses  to  take  advantage  of  the 
standard  grants  to  improve  their  property.  This  is  a  trend  to  be  regretted  and  one  which  could 
result  in  the  failure  of  the  scheme  to  fulfil  its  object  of  an  overall  improvement  of  sub-standard 
houses.  Unless  a  widespread  use  of  the  scheme  is  made  to  improve  both  tenanted  and  owner- 
occupied  houses,  the  end  result  might  well  be  a  few  owner-occupied  houses,  with  modern  amen¬ 
ities,  dotted  about  in  areas  of  sub-standard  houses,  houses  which  over  the  years  may  be  allowed 
to  deteriorate  to  a  point  beyond  which  reclamation  is  neither  practicable  nor  economical. 

The  previous  scheme  for  grants  towards  improvement  and  conversion  of  houses  con¬ 
tinued  in  operation,  such  grants  being  known  as  “  discretionary  ”  grants.  The  response  to  this 
scheme  was  again  disappointing,  only  eight  formal  applications  being  received  and  approved 
during  the  year.

No  licensed  site  for  moveable  dwellings  exists  within  the  District  hut  a  site  licensed  by 
an  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  is  situated  immediately  outside  the  Urban  District 
boundary. 

Temi)orary  stationing  of  caravans  on  s'tes  occurred  on  a  few  occasions  but  it  could  not 
be  said  that  any  real  problem  presented  itself  or  that  a  need  for  a  licensed  caravan  site  was 
apparent. 


07FENSIVE  TRADES 

The  by-products  plants  at  a  bacon  factory  continued  to  be  operated  and  occasioi  a'  com¬ 
plaints  of  smell  from  this  source  were  received.  The  firm  concerned  uses  equipment  des’gned 
to  eliminate  objectionable  smell  arising  from  their  processing,  but  centrally  situated  in  the 
town  as  their  plant  is,  it  would  seem  inevitable  that  an  occasional  cause  for  comp'aint  may 
arise.  Such  occasions  are  now,  fortunately,  infrequent. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

A  number  of  observations  and  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act  during  the  year. 
As  a  result  of  action  by  the  Department,  equipment  was  installed  at  a  laundry  boilerhouse,  result¬ 
ing  in  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  smoke  emissions  which  previously  had  been  causing  concern. 

A  new  oil-fired  boiler  was  brought  into  operation  at  a  local  brewery,  replacing  the  ex¬ 
isting  plant  in  respect  of  which  a  certificate  of  temporary  exemption  under  Section  1  of  the 
Act  had  been  issued  by  the  Council. 

No  steps  were  taken  under  the  Act  in  relation  to  Smoke  Control  Areas,  indeed  such 
would  have  been  out  of  the  question  witli  the  existing  staff.  The  new  Building  Bye'aws 
brought  into  operation  during  the  year  did,  however,  include  a  Byelaw  requiring  that  heating 
appliances  in  new  buildings  should  be  of  a  type  designed  to  minimise  the  emission  of  smoke. 


RODENT  AND  OTHER  PEST  CONTROL 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  188  treatments  for  rats  and 
mice  at  113  infested  properties  and  the  soil  sewers  were  again  trciited  twice.  Regular  visits  and 
treatments  were  made  at  local  commercial  and  factory  premises  under  ten  contracts  made  by 
the  Council  with  the  firms  concerned. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  reporting  of  infestations,  the  Council  determined  that  for  a 
trial  period  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at  private  dwellings  be  carried  out  free  of  charge 
and  this  scheme  appeared  to  be  working  very  satisfactorily  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Treatr.ienf 
at  business  premises  not  covered  by  contract  was  undertaken  on  a  “  cost-plus  ”  basis. 

Other  infestations  dealt  with  by  the  Department  included  wasps  and  cockroaches  and 
these  again  were  undertaken  on  a  “  cost-plus  ”  basis.
